numerous, not less than 1,500 different 
kinds of plants having been noticed in 
the carboniferous seams in tin- different 
parts of the world. Home of these plants 
are very mu* h like those now living, 
hut. the majority of them, even though 
found in Nova Scotia or Iceland, appear 
to be representatives of what are now 
tropical varieties. 
.Many animals and insects arc also 
found fossilized and thoroughly 
p r e ­ 
served m tii*- coal beds. These petrified 
creatures of the bygone age called the 
“ eoaJ period” are of 
various kinds.
